G.S.R. 400(E).—In exercise ol the power* conferred by section )6, rend with '.iib- 
sfclion (41 of section 4A, of the Indian Iron and Steel Company (Takinfi Over of iMan^ 
agement), Act, 1972 (50 of 1972), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules, namely:— 

1. Short two and coimneuccmenL—(1) These rules may be called the Indian Iron 
and Steel Company, Board of Management (Allowances of the Members) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
G..zcttc. 

2. Deflnltioiis.—(I) Jn these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act" means the Indian Iron and Steel Company (Taking Over of Management^ 

Act, 1972 (50 of 1972); 

(b) “Administrator’’ means the Administrator appointed under sub-section (1) of 

section 4C of the Act; 

(c) “Board of Management” means the Board constituted by the Central Govern¬ 

ment under section 4A of the Act; 

(d) “member” means a member of the Board of Management. 

(2) the words used in these rules and not defined and defined In the Act shall have 
the meaning re.spectively assigned to them in the Act. 
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3. Allowances payable to members of the Board of Management,—A member (.other 
than the Administrator, when he is a member) shall be entitled to the followiiii; allow¬ 
ances, in respect of his journey undertaken to attend a meeting of the Board of Man-' 

agemenl,— 

(a) Sitting fee .—A sitting fee of Rs. 100 (Rupees one hundred) for attending a 
meeting of the Board of Management irrespective of the fact that a parti¬ 
cular meeting may extend beyond one day by reason of adjournment or 
otherwise; 

(b) Travelling and daily allowances —^Travelling and daily allowances from his 
usual place of residence to the place of the meeting of the Board of 
Management at the following rates, namely:— 

(i) A member who is an employee of the Central Government or a Govern¬ 

ment Company or any oAer public sector undertaking shall be entitled 
to receive travelling allowances and daily allowances from the same 
source from which such employee draws his salary at the rates admis¬ 
sible to him under the rules of his employing body, provided that the 
Company shall rc-imburse the amount so paid, to the employing body; 

(ii) any other member shall be entitled to actual fare for travel by rail (first 

class or air-conditioned class), or road, or air, plus a sum of Rs. 100 
fRiipees one hundred) as incklenlal expenses for the first day, and Rs. 50 
(Rupees fifty) for each subsequent day, of the meeting of the Board of 
Management where any such meeting extends beyond one day, provided 
that no incidental expenses shall be payable to a member who is a 
resident of the place where the meeting of the Board of Management is 
held; provided further that where any such member travels by his own 
plane, he shall be entitled to the standard air fare.
